The New Secretary of War. 


There is a movement toward an 
alliance between the Augustine Re¬ 
public and Brazil. The president 
of the Republic together with con¬ 
gressmen and other prominent men 
have recently visited Brazil in the 
interest of such an alliance. The 
purpose of the alliance is to bring 
about a closer commercial relation 
between the two countries, as well 
as a more intimate social connec¬ 
tion. 


Alliances looking to improved 
trade relations seem to be the order 
of the day. The most important 
alliance of recent times is that which 
has just been formed between Japan 
and China. At first thought, it 
seems strange that a progressive 
nation like Japan should ally her¬ 
self to so unprogresaive and belated 
a nation as China, but when we con¬ 
sider the movement in the light of 
recent events, which, have been 
pointing to a partition of the Chin¬ 
ese Empire, the alliance seems the 
most natural thing in the world. 
Under the modern influence of 
Japan, China will undoubtedly be 
developed and advanced. , 


The new Secretary of War, Mr. 
Elihu Root of New York, seems to 
be the right man in the right place. 
No word of criticism of the Presi¬ 
dent’s advice has been heard from 
any influential quarter. Without re¬ 
gard to party, men seem to be satis¬ 
fied. Just at this time when the 
war office is the most important of 
all the departments at Washington, 
it is a source of much satisfaction to 
all patriotic citizens to see a man 
of Mr. Root’s ability and prestige 
placed at its head. Mr. Root is one 
of the ablest lawyers in the United 
States. He has had broad exper¬ 
ience and is thoroughly business¬ 
like and practical. He was at a 
previous time offered the mission to 
Spain, but did not accept, and it is 
now probably more a feeling of pa¬ 
triotic duty that prompts Mr. 
Root to leave his large and lucra¬ 
tive law practice and assume the 
burdens of this particular position, 
than any personal desire for honor.

Reciprocity treaties have been 
concluded after long negotiations 
between the United States and five 
of the British West Indian colonies. 
The treating colonies are Jamaica, 
Barbadoes, Trinidad, British Guiana 
and Bermuda. Several advantages 
accrue under this arrangement to 
the colonies, but the most important 
one is found in the reduced rate of 
duty on sugar. For some years the 
commercial conditions of these colo¬ 
nies has been languishing, and the 
planters and business men have 
come to realize that the only salva¬ 
tion of the colonies is to be found 
in increased trade with the United 
States. It is believed that under 
the stimulus of improved trade, an 
era of prosperity will open to the 
colonies, and that both they and the 
United States will derive great-bene¬ 
fit from closer commercial relations.
